In the course of a review of the report’ 
of the British Chief In of' Factories 
and Workshops for 1934, Hngineering states 
that the inspector gives a great deal of 
information which affords matter for satis- 
faction, At the same time he discloses a 
great deal that is still regrettable, arid shows 
that much remains to be done, in more than 
one field, before industrial conditions even 
6 to approach the ideal. 

enerally speaking, trade improved during 
the twelve months with nl Mr. D. R. 
Wilson is more immediately concerned: ‘This 
improvement was especially notable in and 
around London, where new industries have 
attracted more than 600,000 extra  work- 
people during the last seven years. In fact, 
a southward trend is very evident, approxi- 
mately 50 per cent. of our instred population 
being now situated in this part of the 
country. 

There was, however, some revival in the 
shipbuilding and the heavy indystries of the 
north, and this, combined with attempts to 
adapt derelict factories in that area to other 
uses, will, it may be hoped, ‘before long, 
redress to some extent at least the balance 
between the new and the old, 

Improvements in methods of manufacture 
are also noted, For instance, electric weldin 
is being increasingly used in shipbuilding, an 
a new factory for the manufacture of 
electrodes for taat purpose has been opened 
in Scotland. The photo-electric cell is finding 
a place in industry, and electrical engineers 
will note with interest that at the other end 
of the scale there has been an increasin 
demand both for electricity and electrica 


equipment. 
“ TONE ” BETTER 


Taking it all. in all, the “tone” .of ‘those’ 
activities on which our prosperity and comfort 
so largely depend is m better than it 
was, and we can only hope that the. improve-. 
ment recorded will continue at an even more 
rapid rate during the present year, — 

Unfortunately, there are other things be- 
sides improvements to be noted; if it were 
not so there would, perhaps, be little need 
for the hard-working body known as H.M. 
factory inspectors. In first place, the 
year showed. a marked increase in the total 
number .of accidents reported, the actual 
figures being 136,858. as compared with 
113,260 in 1933. The number of fatalities also 
rose from 688 to 785. 

This increase applies almost without ex- 
ception to every part of the country, and is 
ascribed, probably org wag to the greater 
industrial activity and to the larger number 
of workers employed. In fact, it has been 
found that, generally speaking, the accident 
risk tends to vary directly with the total 
numbers employed, partly because shorter 
hours are worked during periods of depres- 
sion and partly because the less steady 
workers are then out of work, so. that those 
that remain in employment. fall into the 
class which is prone to accident: Again, 
when these less steady men are once more 
employed they take some time to become 
“ work-fit”.; another contributory. factor ‘is 
often the disorganisation caused by alterations 
to machinery and plant, which may be 
rendered necessary. by the introduction of 
ne processes and improved methods of opera- 

ion. ' 
. Good-will and a proper appreciation of the 
limitations of the worker, both as a machine 
and as a human being, would do much to 
reduce the activities of the inspectors in 
other branches of the indastries. 


WORKING HOURS 


The improvement in trade has been accom- 
panied by an increase in the working hours 
to the full legal limit in many cases, the 
reason given being shortage of certain 
classes of skilled workers in a particular 
locality. This is regrettable in that there is, 
generally 
as has often been shown, long hours are not 
infrequently not accompanied by any 5r- 
tionate increase in o , and may also Fad 
even to a decrease im the quality of the 
product.

BEAUTIES OF THE 
DOLOMITES 


-“ 


mrHE Dolomites, those strange and 
" beautiful mountains in the North cf 
Italy, whose peaks “blush” in the 
light of the sun, and whose slopes are 
carpeted with a profusion of multi-coloured 
blooms, is becoming one of the most popular 
fields in Europe for lovers of flowers, writes 
a correspondent. From many countries 
‘botanists are coming in greater numbers each 
year in search of rare spécimens among the 
flora of the district. They are seldom dis- 
appointed. 

t is now universally admitted that the 
Dolomite region is the finest rock-garden in 
Europe, Few of the two thousand well-marked 
species general to the European Alps are 
absent, or of the seven hundred or so of the 
real mountain plants indigenous to the upper 
slopes. About half of the seven hundred have 
been classified by an Italian’ botanist as 
“ polar,” transported in the glacial move- 
ments of the Ice Age. 

The commoner.species of flora, though not 
of interest to the botanist in themselves, are 
noteworthy for their lovely profusion, tn 
spring. we have crocus, androsace, clematis, 
anemone, cresses, cyclamen, violet (purple an-t 
yellow), gentians and many others, while 
in summer lilies, globe flowers, columbines, 
saxifrages, poppies, trefoil, , butterwort, 
primulas, edelweiss are only a few of those 
which grow in amazing abundance. 


AMONG THE SNOWS 


Even at 9,000 feet the slopes are vividly 
blue with a wealth of Eritrichium, while stiil 
higher androsace blossoms bravely. Nearer 
the summit, where the snows remain through- 
out the year, Latimer Soldanella minima 

allantly show their heads above the surface. 
t may be useful to suggest some of the rarer 
specimens wiiich the botanist should set on* 
to discover, with every prospect of success, 
in his Dolomites visits. 

On the bare ‘surface of the rock the Phy- 
teuma comosum is to be found, though it may 
be difficult to secure an unbroken specimen 
owing to the astonishing grip of the roots in 
the crevices. The Pinguicula alpina, an insec- 
tivorous plant, is more likely to be found, as 
is the purple Linaria alpina, which generally 
grows on apparently dry and barren scree. 
As an example of the root penetration of 
Alpme flora, silene acaulis will be found to 
strike two or three feet down the rock 
crevices. It is a beautiful little flower, too, 
and it is strange that it should display its 
beauty on high mountain sides when, as Eng- 
lish floriculturists know, attempts to cultivate 
it in rock gardens are not usually successful. 


A CURIOUS ORCHID 


One of the luckiest discoveries would be the 
pink Rhodothamnus. Not so rare, but by no 
means less interesting is the Nigritella augusti- 
folia orchid, which is distinguished by a 
slightly pungent, but fascinating scent, reminis- 
cent of vanilla. This orchid has a curious idio- 
svncracy ; for, the labellum, instead of being cn 
the lower side of the flower, is on the upper. 
When visited by the butterflies, which, by the 
way, are astonishingly numerous in the 
Dolomites and almost as much a feature as 
the flowers themselves, the pollen is drawn 
upward, a reversal of the process with other 
orchids. 

Another mountain flower with a specially 
interesting feature is Gentiana ciliata, whic 
is found. not far below the perpetual snow 
line. Its habitat is at a level where the ground 
is free from snow for just over three months 
in the year; from June till September. In 
this brief period, the seeds that fell nine 
long months before, germinate, and the plant 
grows, flowers and finally seeds. 

Whether or not each individual botanist is 
successful in finding the rarer plants which 
cling to the slopes of the Dolomites, he 
cannot fail to be rewarded for his search. 
The very variety of flowers to be found is 
mm itself worth study. And since botanists 
are first of all flower lovers, they have as 
deep satisfaction as the artists from the con- 
templation of the floral coats of many colours 
which clothe these marvellous slopes.

PRISONER’S EVIDENCE 


In the witness box, James Finnegan said 
that the evidence given by McCrystal, in so 
far as it concerned him, was untrue. At the 
time of the explosion, the prisoner was in 
the Market square in company with Owen 
Casey and Ginnitty. They saw the flash 
from the direction of the power-house, and, 
shortly afterwards, with a crowd went down 
to the house that had been demolished. 

It was untrue to state that he was in the 
Sinn Fein rooms at seven o’clock or shortly 
afterwards, and that he was directing Goss, 
Murphy. and Walsh in the making of the 
bomb. It was also untrue to say that he left 
the rooms at eight o’cleck that evening carry- 
ing a Thompson gun.

AMOUNT REDUCED 


The arguments having concluded, 

The Court varied the amount, of damages, 
reducing 1t.to £1,000, and declared the plain- 
tiff entitled to his costs of the action, the 
parties -to bear their own costs of the appeal. 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that it was well established that the monetary 
award to be given as damages under Lord 
Campbell’s Act, under which this action had 
been brought, must be proportionate, on the 
evidence before the jury and on the actual 
facts, to the injury suffered by a plaintiff 
as the result of the death of the person in 
respect of whose death he claimed. 

Ín the present case the jury awarded £1,200 
to the plaintiff, and the question was whether 
this sum was proportionate to the loss that 
the plaintiff had sustained by her unfortunate 
death. It was a common case that the 
plaintiff had advanced his daughter sums 
stated to be up to £550 in all, for the pur- 
poses of her business, and, in the 
accountant’s statement of affairs at the date 
of her death, that sum was shown as one 
of the liabilities, and when it was taken into 
account there was found to be a deficiency of 
£200 on the assets’ side of the statement of 
affairs. 

Expressing his opinion on the matter, 
the Chief Justice said that that debt, 
assuming: ib fo have been proved and 
vouched, was not, in his opinion, a matter 
to be considered by the jury in estimating the 
loss, as. ib was admitted it had been put 
before them. If it were a matter to be con- 
sidered by the jury, it would mean that a 
person who had no other claim in respect 
of an individual's death might bring an 
action under Lord Campbell’s Act because 
his debtor had been killed, and that, clearly, 
was outside the intention of the Act. 

Consequently, it seemed to him that no 
damages could be awarded under that head, 
and, in his opinion, the figure of £200; which, 
he thought the jury allowed as being the 
figure shown on the statement of affairs as a 
loss, could not stand. 


£1,000 FOR PLAINTIFF 


As regards the damages in, respect of the 
loss ‘sustained by the plaintiff by the death 
of his daughter, on the realities of the case 
he did not think that £1,000 was an un- 
reasonable amount at which to arrive. 

Was the Court then bound to send this 
case back for a new trial? There was no 
doubt that the question of the amount of 
damages to be awarded under Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act was a jury matter. but here the 
Court haa this figure of £200, admittedly 
part of the award, and was able to see how 
the jury had arrived at the sum of £1,200 
by adding it .as damages, and it seemed 
to him that the Court would be acting 
within its authority in striking out that 
sum of £200 and adopting the sam of £1,000 
as representing the jury's estimate of the 
damages which were proportionate to the 
loss sustained by the plaintiff. 

He was of opinion, therefore, that the 
pro order to be made in this case was 
that the amount of damages should be varied 
by deducting this £200 which the jury clearly 
had added, and that the verdict should 
stand for £1,000 in favour of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan agreed with the Chief Justice.

Snipe

One day recently, while staying in 
County Wicklow, writes a correspondent, 
I spent some time wandering through a 
tract of marshland on the chance of find- 
ing some of those small orchids which are 
among the most bwautiful and fragrant of 
all our wild flowers. The results were 
rather disappointing, but it is impossible 
to spend any length of time in such sur- 
roundings without discovering something 
of interest, and my attention was soon 
attracted by the presence of snipe, which 
rose with their peculiar duck-like ery at 
frequent intervals. Every sportsman is 
familiar with the rapid movement of these 
birds, which consists of a wild zig-zag 
upward rush followed by a long, straight 
flight, and then a wide sweep ending in a 
descent on outstretched wings. It is 
during this downward movement that the 
peculiar ' drumming ”’ noise characteristic 
of the snipe is heard. There has been a 
good deal of controversy as to how this 
noise is caused, but the latest theory 
attributes it to the rush of air against the 
tail feathers and the primaries of the 
wings. Probably the preliminary zig-zag 
which proves so disconcerting to the novice 
with a shotgun may have been originally 
intended as a defence against birds of 
prey. The snipe is a voracious feeder, 
and it has been alleged that orie bird is 
capable of consuming its own weight in 
worms in twenty-four hours. An exceed- 
ingly ‘sensitive nerve at the end of the 
beak enables it to locate the worms, just 
as the acute ear of the thrush helps that 
bird to detect them moving underground. 


Anne ‘Boleyn 


Mr. Hardress J. Waller writes from 
London :—‘‘ In the Saturday issue of the 
Irish Times, under ‘Irishman’s Diary,’ I 
see a further note on the supposed burial 
of Anne Boleyn at Clonfert, Co. Galway. 
From 1868 to 1900 I lived near Clonfert, 
but on the King’s County side of the 
Shannon. Near my old home there is an 
old castle called Clononey Castle with a 
fairly large courtyard. Within the pre- 
cincts of the castle there used to be, and 
probably still is, a tombstone inscribed to 
the-memory of ‘ Mary Boleyn, sister of 
Anne Boleyn,’ with the appropriate date. 
The legend among the old people was that 
this tombstone had been dug up not far 
from Clononey Castle and conveyed to the 
castle. Clononey Castle is about five 
miles from Banagher and three from 
Cloghan. Confusion between the names 
Clonfert and Clononey would be easy. It 
would seem not improbable that, after the 
execution of Anne, things became rather 
hot for her family in England, and that 
some of them migrated to King’s County.”

. The MINISTER (Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly) said 
that he did not think it would be practicable 
to credit the amount in question against the 
present rates. Many local authorities had 
made very little provision for such arrears, 
and he would have to consult the Department 
before answering the point. 

-Mr, MULCAHY said that this was part 
of the Budget taxation. It was taking 
£100,000 from the pockets of the ratepayers, 
who were bearing the brunt of the economic 
war, to patch up the financial situation that 
the Minister for Finance was dealing with. 


COUNTY WESTMEATH 


The MINISTER for Local Government 
replied. He said that he knew the position 
in regard to the economic war as well as 
anyone in the House. Were it not for the 
campaign of non-payment of. annuities, 
certain counties would not have to pay rates 
at the present level. Westmeath had. for 
instance, been the most backward. of the 
twenty-six counties in respect of the payment 
of rates. When a Commissioner was ap- 
pointed in place of the County. Council the 
rates came in practically without the asking. 
These deductions from the grants to the 
County Council would have to be made so 
long as the law remained as at present, and 
the Minister saw no reason for a change in 
the law in the near future. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the Minister 
should not mislead the House in regard to 
Westmeath, where things had improved since 
a Fianna Fail County Council had been. got 
rid of: and where subsidised crops had not 
heen grown to a great extent. Other counties 
that had grown more subsidised crops were 
giving less agricultural employment than two 
or three years ago,

Two of the 
passengers were trapped in the machine, 
and five were rescued and conveyed to

Gulbenkian, who is the son of Mr, 
Carlouste Guibenkian, of Paris, reputed 
to be one of the richest oil magnates in 
the world, was able to return to London. 


STRUCK A HEDGE 


An official’ at Heston Aerodrome said 
that “ almost immediately after the take- 
off the ’plane appeared to lose height, It 
apparently struck a hedge and fell on its 
back in Fentlow lane, a roadway just out- 
side the north-west boundary of the flying , 
field. | 

“ The aerodrome fire engine was on the 
scene immediately, and four ambulances 
dashed to the spot. Four of the injured 
people were unconscious and were taken 
to Hounslow Hospital.”’ 

The machine had been chartered by 
Messrs. Vickers da Costa and Co., stock- 
brokers, of Throgmorton street, London. 

A pilot, who was taking off from Heston 
at the time of the crash, said that it was 
amazing that anyone could have come out 
alive.

“ T heard a thud, and looking round saw 
smoke coming from the other side of the 
hedge,” he said... “ I rushed towards it, 
and saw the aeroplane lying in the road, 
just beginning to burn. I heard cries and 
screams, and saw a man’s legs protruding 
from the machine. 

‘‘T caught hold of the legs and pulled 
the man out. He was injured, and was 
taken off to hospital. I had only been 
there a few seconds when one of the petro! 
tanks exploded with a roar. The machine 
was a mass of flames, but with the other 
three people there I assisted in rescuing a 

iw. ! 
4 Police mounted guard on the wreckage, 
and would allow no one near until the Air 
Ministry Inspector of Accidents had 
arrived to ‘investigate the cause of. the 
disaster. Some hours after the accident 
part of the wreckage was still smouldering. 

Mr. Alfred Seymour, who was one of the 
first on the scene of the crash, said that 
he saw. the machine losing height, and 
heard the pilot shout something. 

“When the petrol tanks exploded,” 
said Seymour, “ one huge. sheet of flame 
and black smoke shot into the air with a 
roar, and both Phelps and I had te run 
for it." ~ 

The bedies recovered from the machine 
were unrecognisable, but one was much 
smaller than the other. A gold watch, 
which was also found, had stopped at ten 
minutes to eleven.

According to a report made by an Inspector 
of the Local Government Department “to Clare 
Board of Health of thirty-seven cottages 
being built there ate only seven or eight 
that could be considered free from defects. 
teferring to one cottage the Inspector seid: 
“The mortar used was as poor as mud. One 
gable. wall collapsed while I waa taking out 
a stone to inspect the wall.- The work is 
hopeless.”’ He considered the foundations of 
fourteen cottages to be dangerous. In some 
foundations he found that they had been 
filled with loose stones without bonding or 
mortar. In other cases he recommended the 
demolition and rebnilding of portions of back 
walls. Window woodwork was of white deal, 
doors were shrinking and paling posts break- 
ing, and internal plastering was useless in a 
number of other cases.

When the inquiry into the affairs of Lis- 
towel Urban Council was resumed by the 
Inspector, Mr. McLysaght, to-day, the Town 
Clerk, Mrs. Gleeson, said that the total mort- 
gages of the Council at March dist, 1954, 
was £39.000 odd. and if the Council had 
issued any paying orders then they would 
not have been honoured by the bank. When 


the present Council took office they had no 


money. and no where to look for any. 

Mr. Fionan Lynch, T.D., for a number of 
ratepayers, said that no one had a grievance 
about the conduct of the present Council ex- 
cept Mr. Hannon. the contractor, who “was 
owed £6,000 or £7,000. The Council found 
themselves in the extraordinary position pf 
embarrassment as a result of the actions of 
the previous body, and had not as much as 
would pay the cost of a telegram. If the 
Minister decided to abolish the Council, he 
should not do so until the Board of Works 
was given an opportunity of proceeding 
against the Council in the ordinary way that 
a creditor would proceed against a debtor. 
Should the case then go against them the 
Council would be fully prepared to strike a 
rate necessary to meet all those commitments. 

Mr. R. A. MacCaulay, solicitor for the 
Council, said that there had been no evidence 
which would justify the inspector in recom- 
mending the abolition of the Council. The 
only reason the Council would not pay the 
loans was that thev did not think they would 
be justified in doing so when the matters 
were in dispute. 

Mr. McLysaght said that the Minister had 
no desire to dissolve Councils, because it 
placed responsibility for the administration 
of affairs. directly on himself through the 
person he appointed as Commissioner, and 
that was a greater responsibility than might 
appear at first glance

Exports and Industry 
Politically, the Free State is inde- 


pendent of England, whatever Mr. J. H. 
Thomas's private opinion may be. 
Economically, England still exerts, and 
must continue to exert, a considerable 
influence upon Free State policy and the 
Free State’s mode of living. The ex- 
perience of the last three years has shown 
that a partial or complete stoppage of 
the Saorstét’s cattle trade with Great 
Britain is bound to involve a radical 
change in the Irish economy. Who could 
believe, for example, that the manu- 
facturing industries on this side of the 
Channel would have made such notable 
strides if the economic war never had been 
declared and accepted? It is impossible, 

therefore, to lay too much stress on the 
importance to Ireland of any changes in 
Great Britain’s agricultural policy, and 
we have no doubt that the Departments 
of Industry and Commerce and of Agri- 
culture follow the doings of the British 
Cabinet with a keen eye. They will have 
observed that Mr. Walter Elliot presented 
the House of Commons on Monday night 
with a concise account of his Govern- 
ment’s attitude towards imports of meat 
and of its negotiations with Australia and 
New Zealand. His account was delivered 
in the course of a debate on the resolution 
which proposes to extend the subsidy to 
British cattle producers by another period 

of months—a measure which is signi- 

ficant in itself, inasmuch as it shows that 
the British Government is determined to 
promote the home farmer’s interests at 

the cost of all others. This is the cardinal 

point of British agricultural policy, and 
it can be appreciated. The farmers of 
Britain have experienced many lean years, 

and it is not unreasonable that, when the 
National Government has vouchsafed so 
much protection to the manufacturing 
industries, the farmers also should receive 

their share. 

Yet, with all the encouragement in the 

world, the farmers of Great Britain and 

Northern Ireland cannot hope to feed 

& population of forty-five millions. Sup- 

plementary supplies of meat must be 

obtained from outside. If the people are 

content with chilled or frozen beef, they 

can obtain it, cheaply and in abundance, 

from New Zealand and Australia. The 

trouble is that these supplies are too cheap 

and too abundant, with the result that 

they have been dragging down the price 

of British beef and keeping the British 

farmers in a state of impoverishment ; and 

Mr. Baldwin's Government is anxious that 

they should be brought under control. After 

long argument and many weary delays, 

Britain has contrived to obtain a promise 

from New Zealand and Australia to control 

the quantity of meat which they will place 

upon the British market until the end of 

next year—by which time, doubtless, a 

fresh agreement will have been reached. 

What will happen now? If the two 

Dominions keep their promise, the price 

of home-bred meat, aided by the Govern- 

ment’s subsidy, ought to rise ; the farmers 

will be encouraged to breed more cattle, 

and iess meat will be wanted from external! 

sources. How will the Free State enter 

into this scheme of things? Already she 

has lost her once predominant hold upon 

the British market; but it is certain that 

Britain—for a very long time, at least— 
will be glad to accept nteat from her. The 

Free State has one enormous advantage 
over the more remote Dominions—to wit, 

that she can supply fresh meat, while they 
can supply only frozen or chilled meat; 
and, when prices have been so adjusted 
that there is no great difference between 
the two varieties, the British public almost. 
certainly “will recover its former taste for 
fresh ‘meat, . to England and Northern

Canada’s Government 


As we have learned in the Free State, 
a Government that has been long in office 
finds that time is its worst enemy. How- 
ever good an Administration may be, it 
| cannot be perfect, ani the volume of 
criticism rises with every passing month 
until in the end, perhaps, the electors will 
forsake it merely in the hope that another 
party may prove better. So)it was with 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, and there are 
signs of a rather similar reaction in 
Canada. Mr. Bennett's Conservative 
Government has been in power since 1930, 
and it must face a general election very 
soon ; for its five years’ term of office comes 
to an end this month. It was elected 
when the trade depression was at its 
height, and when voters were feeling that 
Mr. Bennett offered them the best chance 
of a return to more stable conditions. On 
the whole he has justified their hopes— 
certainly, Canada is in a much more stable 
position now than she was five years ago. 
Yet he has not been able to bring back 
prosperity so quickly as many y:ople ex- 
pected, and, although the verdict of 1930 
swept the Liberals out of office, the feeling 
at the moment is reflected in the long run 
of Liberal successes in by-elections and 
provincial elections. Partly, the change 
of feeling is the result of time, and of 
disappointed hopes which were too 
optimistic to be fulfilled. There are more 
concrete reasons, however. The greatest 
of these, which has led to a split in the 
Conservative Party, seems to have been 
Mr. Bennett’s timidity in face of reforms 
which undoubtedly were needed. Last 
year, the “ Price Spreads Commission ”’ 
issued a very disquieting report, which 
revealed that labour conditions in many 
of the industries were extremely bad, 
and that some of the industries 
themselves had become powerful enough 
to make their profits at the expense 
both of the producer and the consumer. 
The report suggested various reforms, and 
the Government, although it accepted them 
in principle, showed no undue haste to 
put them into practice. Mr. ‘Stevens, the 
Minister for Trade and Cémmerce, was 
among the number of people that felt the 
Government’s attitude to be altogether too 
cautious, and he will contest the coming 
election with a new ‘ Reconstruction 
Party ” of his own. The small traders, 
who are the chief sufferers from the great 
industrial monopolies criticised in the 
report, are likely to give him their votes, 
and the farmers of Ontario also have 
promised their help. At the same time, 
the party, in spite of the embarrassment 
if may cause the Conservatives, will not 
affect the general issue, which still lies 
between the Government Party and the 
Liberals. Mr: Mackenzie King, the 
Liberal leader, has strengthened his 
hold a great deal during the Jast year, 
but whether it is now strong enough to 
bring him back to office is another matter.

Noise in the Streets 


Is Mr. Hore-Belisha going to have an 
Irish rival in the person of Dr. F. H. 
Alton, member of Dáil Eireann for Dublin 
University? We notice that in the Dáil 
yesterday afternoon he drew the attention 
of the Minister for Local Government to 
the increasing and unnecessary noise 
created by motorists in the streets, and 
advocated the prohibition of the use of 
motor horns of especially discordant type, 
the prohibition of open exhausts, and the 
establishment of zones of silence between 
certain hours, Every good motorist will 
sympathise with Dr, Alton's point of view, 
There is no doubt at all that large 
numbers of drivers in this country make 
far too much noise not only in the cities 
and towns, but also throughout the 
countryside. Paris used to be the noisiest 
city in Europe, in consequence of the wide 
variety of its motor horns and the fixed 
idea of the Parisian driver that all acci- 
dents can be prevented if only the horn is 


recent years steps have been taken to 
mitigate this nuisance, and Paris has 
become much quieter than it used to be; 
but Dublin is growing noisier every day. 
The administration of the motoring laws 
has been tightened up; yet much remains 
to be done. The visitor to London, or, 
indeed, to any English city, is struck im- 
mediately by the sparing manner in which 
taxi-drivers and other motorists use their 
hooters.

Army manoeuvre. Altogether 40,000 officers 
and men, representing the Mediterranean, 
the Home Fleet, the Reserve Fleet, the 
Royal Indian Navy; the Merchant Navy 
and the Fishing Fleets were assembled for 
the great occasion. The crew of every 
vessel, as the Victoria and Albert came 
abreast of her, advanced to the rail, the 
guard gave the Royal Salute and the war- 
ship’s band played ‘‘ God Save the King.” 
It was a simple and striking tribute to His 
Majesty, and for the watchers on the shore 
a never-to-be-forgotten experience, as every 
successive ship took up the Anthem until 
the Royal Yacht had passed to the next 
in the line. The review, in general, 
afforded a remarkable glimpse of the im- 
provements that have been made in the 
Royal Navy, an institution that does not 
submit very willingly to any reversal of 
the old order of things. In place of tho 
gigantic battleships of the past the Navy 
now has a large number of comparatively 
small, but extremely fast, ships of the 
light cruiser and turpedo boat type, while 
the once mistrusted submarine has 
blossomed forth into one of the most im- 
portant branches of the Service. There are 
also many aeroplane carriers, every one 
with its complement of speedy, fighting sea- 
planes, and at the end of the review these 
seaplanes flew past the Royal Yacht. The 
scene at Spithead was a memorable one ; 
but it is saddening to think of the still 
more glorious occasion that it might have 
been. The supremacy of the British Navy, 
in truth, is in danger. Other nations are 
in a position to wrest the crown of ‘ocean 
supremacy from her, other nations which 
have not hesitated to build ships although 
deep in the toils of an economic depression. 
Britain has not been idle in this respect, 
but her efforts have been somewhat timid. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that this 
naval review, one of the concluding func- 
tions of the Jubilee, will give her the 
stimulus that she requires.

Mr. Lidyd George's Plans 


Mr. Lloyd George probably will oppose 
the Government in the general clection 
with a number of candidates pledged to 
support his ‘‘ New Deal” proposals. It 
has been known for some time past that 
he intends to have a campaign in the 
country during the autumn, when he hopes 
to secure a considerable amount of support 
from Conservatives. Mr. Lloyd George 
declares that he is delighted with the re- 
ception given to his plans, and that he 
has received a preat number of messages 
of congratulation from men and women all 
over the country. 


Abyssinia 


The British Government is hopeful that 
M. Laval, the French Premier, will con- 
sent to call an Anglo-French-Italian Con- 
ference in Paris in the course of the next 
few days, so that the dispute between Italy 
and Abyssinia may be discussed before the 
matter comes before the Council of tho 
League of Nations at Geneva on July 25. 
M. Laval does not appear to be anxious 


feels that if Great Britain thinks a con- 
ference would be useful she should act in 
the matter herself. Like other members 
of the Leacue, M. Laval does not think 
a great deal of the suggestion that Italy 
shall formulate charges against Abyssinia 
at the meeting, and his views are sup 
ported by several of the smaller States. 


Air Mails 


The Director of Postal Services hopes to 
establish a three-halfpenny ‘letter post to 
nearly every part of the British Empire in 
the course of the next two years. Sir 
Frederic Williamson, who occupies the 
post, has just returned from a tour of 
Canada, India, Australia and New Zea- 
land, wher. he has discussed plans for 
faster and cheaper air services. Two air 
mails a week are proposed for Australia, 
with a link to New Zealand; three each 
week to the Straits Settlements, four or 
five each week to India, and three each 
week to Kenya and South Africa. Larger 
aircraft will be needed, and faster 
journeys are to be made possible. 


Ministerial Salaries 


There is marked agreement with the 
views expressed by Sir Samuel Hoare re- 
garding the necessity for a survey and 
overhauling of Ministerial salaries. It has 
been advanced on many occasions that 
the Prime Minister should have more than 
five thousand pounds per annum, out of 
which he has to pay both income tax and 
super-tax. Successive holders of the post, 
however, have refused to take any steps 
to bring about a change while they were 
in office, lest their motives might be mis- 
understood. The present Cabinet account 
for salaries amounts to eighty-seven 
thousand five hundred pounds per annum. 
One member, the Lord Chancellor, has 
ten thousand a year; ten have five 
thousand, one four thousand five hundred. 
three have three thousand per annum, and 
the remaining seven two thowsand. The 
Premier, the Chancellor and the First 
Lord of the Admiralty have houses in ad- 
dition to saiaries. 


Election Prospects 


The new register of electors for. Eng- 
land and Wales, on which the next genc- 
ral election will be fought, has now been 
published. It will come into operation on 
October 15th, and will remain in force for 
twelve months. The prospect of an 
autumn general election is receding, and 
the general impression is that an appeal 
to the country will be made in the spring. 
In the meantime, signs of the coming 
election are to be seen ou the hoardings, 
where posters are being displayed, and in 
the distribution of political literature in 
London and the provincial towns, 


Milk Marketing 


Although no definite steps have been 
taken yet connected with the poll to decide 
the fate of the Milk Marketing Board, it 
is regarded as virtually certain that a poll 
will be held, and that a date for the voting 
will: be fixed next: month. There is no 
doubt that the milk scheme has failed to 
come up to the expectation of producers, 
and the critics of the scheme complain 
that producers are no better off now than 
before it was inaugurated. The future of 
the Board will remain in the balance until 
after the poll has been taken, and, whether 
if is continued or not, considerable amend- 
ments will be made in its operation. Sup- 
porters of the Board declare that, in face 
of largely increased production of milk in 
this country, the scheme has justified its 
existence, 


Air Defences 


Estimates for over £5,000,000 were issued 
by the Air Ministry to-day. The money is 
to provide for the additional personne! 
required during the current year in order 
to undertake the expansion scheme 
announced in the House of Commons on 
May 22. All arrangements are in train for 
placing the orders requisite to fulfil the 
whole programme, and aireraft and 
engines to meet its more immediate require- 
ments are already on order, This scheme 
provides for the formation of 71 new 

uadrons for home defence by March 31. 
1957, which will bring the number of 
squadrons in this country—execluding the 
fleet air arm—up to a total of 123, with a 
first-line strength of approximately 1,500 
aircraft. It also provides for reserves 
behind these 1,500 aircraft, and for a 
corresponding increase in the aircraft for 
training and other purposes. 


Economies in France 


It is not improbable that the cuts to 
be announced in the French Budget shortly 
will include a reduction of ten per cent. in 
the interest on “ rentes,”’ as well as on 
wages and pensions. This reduction 1s not 
‘likely to take the form of a forced conver- 
sion, but probably will be a special tax on 
interest payments, though the result will 
be the same. Rentes will fall in value, 
and there is likely to be some expatriation 
of capital, leading to a further decline 
generally, This may be offset. later on by 
& recovery in confidence in the franc. It 
will be interesting to see if the French 
rentiers suffer more than they would have 
done unde~ devaluation.

' In á moment the detachment of police 
carrying rifles who had been on duty in 
the street was swelled by reinforcements, 
The crowd yelled. There came the crash 
of biteaking glass as a window was 
smashed in before them. Along the 
streets the soldiers of the Border Begi- 


ment jran at the double, . wearing steel , 


helmets and with their bayonets fixed. 

There was another rush by the mob 
along ian alley-way, down’ which it was 
thought that the gunman had escaped. 
Troops dashed forward and succeeded in 
guarding the alley-way with a line of fixed 
bayonets. Armoured cars arrived. One 
drew pp with its gun trained on the scene 
of the trouble, ready for any further out- 
break. 

One section of the crowd raced into 
Academy street smashing the windows of 
houses and setting fire to others. In one 
of these houses a woman, Mrs. Walshe; 
was lying in bed with her day old child. 
The family succeeded in escaping through 
the rear windows and across the yard at 
the back of St. Ann’s Cathedral, while 
petrol] was poured on to their furniture, 
which] was set ón fire. 

Whilo building$’ were being burned and 
wrecked the police appeared powerless to 
deal with the situation until reserves 
arrivell—some in a Corporation omnibus. 
The fire brigade worked with cage cars 
cuarding each end of the street. An 
ambulance took Mrs. Walshe and her 
child to hospital. 


IN A BILLIARD SALOON 


Broken up into sections, the crowd 
continued on its destructive way. Some 
veturtied to the junction of York street and 
Doneiall street, where they shouted that 
the snipers had gone into a billiard saloon 
over the International Bar. The doors 
had already been closed, but the crowd 
smashed in one or two glass panels and a 
shot was put through the window of the 
upstairs rooms. 

Moe police arrived with rifles, and, 
aided|by the military, forced their way 


through to the doors and virtually filled | 


the premises with constables, Cage cars 
were backed up to one door, and more 
than ja dozen men were escorted down 
from the billiard room through an avenue 
of fixdd bayonets into the cars and driven 
away With the mob still howling at them. 


BUSINESS AS USUAL 


Around this remarkable scene the life of 
Belfast was going on as asual, Trams, 
'buses and motor cars were passing the 
corner, the passengers craning their necks 
in an |attempt to see what was bappening. 

In Church street and North street fruit 
stalls} were overturned. The fruit was 
promptly seized by both factions and used 
as mitsiles, while that which was left was 
promptly looted by children. 

The funeral had by this time gone on 
through Donegall street towards Dun- 
donald Cemetery. 

The arrival of a big force of police and 
military had little effect on smaller 
sections of the crowd, which broke off 
down IReval avenue and created disturb- 
ances| all along. their route. All the 
windows of a public-house in Exchange 
street} West, were broken.

THE KING’S NAVY 


- 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—In the whole of the Silver Jubilee 
celebrations no ceremony was more 
wonderful than yesterday’s, nor could any 
have been more moving to the King who, 
as he has said, was “ educat and 
trained ” in the Navy. The sight on the 
water was heartening and curiously joy- 
ful.. The light wind clouds of the morn- 
ing had vanished by the afternoon, a soft 
breeze had swept away the last wraiths of 
mist, and the ships, stretched in long lines 
across the blue sea, shone as pewter and 
silver beneath their jaunty flags. 
perhaps, the chief emotion came 
intuitively. As the King’s yacht glided 
through the lines the nature and the very 
names of the ships seemed to recapture 
and interpret much of English historv. 
The two giants, Nelson and Rodney, are 
so well-known of themselves that we 
almost think of the names primarily as of 
ships and not of the great Admirals who 
saved England. But Napoleon’s words 
alone should help remembrance: “In all 
my plans I have always been thwarted by 
the British Fieet.’’ Frobisher, Kempen- 
felt, and the Iron Duke were seen as with 
new eyes ; and the Australia and the sloop 
Indus, manned by an Indian crew, brought 
a sudden and fresh realisation of a world- 
‘wide Empire. 

This realisation and the whole signifi- 
cance of the Review were deepened as the 
ships of the merchant and fishing flects 
were reached, with the Discovery II.. back 
from the Antarctic, the trawler Kingston 
Cairngorm fresh from the Arctic, and the 
Bluenose, champion of the North Atlantic 
fishing, each representing—with many 
others alongside—an heroic industry. We 
are grateful that we can think of our 
merchant and fishing fleets mainly in 
terms of peace, but we should be worse 
than ungrateful to a courageous body of 
men if we ever were to forget their service 
in the dark days of the war, especially 
during 1917, when in one month 196 
British vessels: were sunk by submarines. 
and in the one year no fewer than 1,134 
went down. In spite of the terrible and 
unseen menace the merchantmen put out 
without hesitation to bring food to Britain, 
and the fishermen on patrol constantly 
swept our shores. It was a Royal thought 
that included their representatives in the 
Review, of yesterday. The scope of the 
Review was, in fact, fully comprehensive 
of British shipping, from the liners Beren- 
garia and Viceroy of India to the smaller 
passenger boats. 

If the Review was not the mightiest ever 
held at Spithead, it was certainly the 
noblest in composition and inspiration,

Alderman French and Alderman Daly were 
again candidates, and, after Mr. Hurley 
had dropped out, Alerman French received 
eight votes and Alderman Daly seven 
votes, but, despite some appeals to mem- 
bers abstaining from voting to leave the 
Chamber, these members, with one excep- 
tion, sat in their places, and by their 
presence negatived the effect of Alder- 
man French’s slender majority. 

The Town Clerk then declared the elec- 
tion void. 

A great deal of public interest was 
taken in the proceedings, the public 
galleries of the City Hall being packed, 
and hundreds of people waited outside the 
hall for the result. 

The Lord. Mayor, on taking the chair, 
was greeted with a salvo of cheering, and 
he said that he intended taking the same 
course as on the previous night—namely, 
vacating the chair. He moved that Alder- 
man Allen be appointed chairman. 

Alderman Anthony said that in appoint- 
ing a Chairman the pesition should be 
defined. If a casting vote was to decide, 
that casting vote should be with the senior 
Alderman. 

Lord Mayor—That question is not before 
the chair. 

On a poll between Alderman Allen and 
Alderman Anthony the former was elected 
to the chair by twelve votes to seven.

| the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert 
léft. Portsmouth yesterday afternoon tv 
begin the great Review of the Fleet off 
Spithead—the mightiest naval spectacle 
since the War. 

As the Royal Yacht slowly steamed 
from the harbour the King saw the long 
line of men-of-war, their grey shapes 
stretching away into the steely calm of the 
water. , 

He saw, too, the representatives of the 
great merchant fleet, while on the shore 
serried masses of people cheered wildly. 

A flag hoist was run up on the Royal 
Yacht as she left the jetty, 

A few minutes later the officer of the 
watch turned to the King on the bridge 
and asked his permission to “ carry on.” 
The King was in supreme command of his 
Fleet. 

The Signal Pilot (Mr. W, R. Cozens) 
stood by the King on the bridge and sub- 
mitted every order for his approval. 

With an ear-splitting roar the guns ol 
the Fleet thundered in salute. Every 
battleship, all the cruisers, the aircratt- 
carriers, Courageous and Furious, and 
H.M.S. Indus, fired 21 guns simul: 
taneously—a deafening crash. 


50,000 MEN 


More than 50,000 King’s men lined 
ships’ rails, arms linked, to see him pass. 
More than 250,000 of the King’s people 
watched on shore, cheering themselves 
hoarse. 

The sea was burnished silver, the sun 
undimmed in‘a sky of cloudless blue; 
over all hung a haze of heat, silvery in 
the sun. 

All warships were dressed “ all over,” 
decorated with bunting from stem to 
stern. 

Beyond the grey vessels of war loomed 
the dim shapes of the grey ocean liners, 
representing the Merchant Navy. Flying 
their house flags, they formed in line 
astern. 

Packed with enthusiasic sightseers, the 
Homeric, Berengaria, Arandora Star and 
the rest were splendid grand stands for 
those lucky enough to be there. 

Inshore were. the trawlers and drifters 
of the fishing fleets, as spick and span 
as paint could make them. 

hile anchored at the head of the lines, 
which stretched for more than twenty- 
seven miles, the King on his quarter deck 
received the Admirals flying their flags in 
command, They were presented by Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir John Kelly, Commander- 
in-Chief, Portsmouth Dockyard. 

Then the Prince of Wales, Master of the 
Merchant Navy and Fishing a ee 
sented the captains of the Merchant Navy 
and the skippers of the Fishing Fleets. 

For all the King had a hearty hand- 
shake. ' 

Aboard the Victoria and Albert were the 
Duke of York and the Duke of Kent, as 
.Naval A.D.C.'s to the King. The Duke of 
Gloucester, who holds no naval rank, was 
a spectator. He enjoyed the hospitality of 
-H.M.A.S. Australia, the ship which 
brought him home from his recent 
Dominions tour. 


THE AIR ARM 


As the Victoria and Albert proceeded 
slowly down the lines the Fleet air arm 
gave its own welcome. From the aircraft 
carriers Furious and Courageous swarms of 
aircraft climbed into the sky—115 of them 
all told. 

_ A last-minute change of plan was made. 
Rear-Admiral the Hon. Sir Alexander 
Ramsay, son-in-law of the Duke of 


manding Aircraft Carriers, personally led 
the machines in a spectacular fly past. 
He was to have been in attendance on the 
King aboard the Royal Yacht. 

Ahead of Victoria and Albert went the 
little Trinity House vessel, Patricia, while 
her escort was H.M.S. Enchantress, the 
Admiralty yacht, who had aboard the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
and almost all the members of the 
Cabinet. 

As she passed out of sight from shore, 
hidden by the mighty bulks of the Royal 
Sovereign, Resolution, Revenge and the 
rest, 4 908 echoed and re-echoed again 
from the liners at sea and the crowds 
ashore. 

There were scenes of wild enthusiasm 
throughout the day ashore. As the day 
wore on so the heat grew. By mid-day 
the temperature was around the 80's, and 
vliere was scarcely a breath of wind, Con- 
ditions were perfect for the great sea 
pageant. 


BRILLIANT SEARCHLIGHT 
DISPLAY 


A rocket giving a shower of red, white 
and blue stars from the King’s yacht was 
the signal for the Navy’s searchlight 
display, watched by people that crowded 
every vantage point along five miles of 
coast. 

Immediately every ship was picked out 
in a line of light, then a moment later 
in lines of fiery red, as the crews lined 
the decks, with every fourth man holding 
a blazing torch. 

A momentary black-out, and a cascade 
of red, white and blue rockets went up 
from every ship, a signal for the start of 
the great Hage’ {in display. 

For two hours hundreds of scarchlights 
lit up the sky, ever changing and keeping 
the vast crowd entranced.

SALT LAKE CITY, Tuesday. 

HRFE British drivers—John Cobb, T. 

E. Rose-Richards, and C. J. Dodson 
—driving a 450 -h.p. Napier-Railton car, 
to-day broke many more world -records, 
the chief of which was the 24: hours’ 
record, 
They drove on the dried-up salt lake 
through the blistering heat of yesterday 
afternoon, and through a gale throughout 
the night and all this morning. Their 
average speed was 134.7 miles an hour, 
and-the actual distance covered was 3,235 
miles. 
The previous record was held by the 
American, Ab Jenkins, with 127.22 m.p.h, 
and 3,053 miles. 
Cobb and Company broke all the world 
records between fifty kilometres and 4,000 
kilometres, and those from one hour to 
twenty-four hours. The only records they 
did not break were Sir Malcolm Camp- 
bell’s records from one kilometre to ten 
kilometres, and the ten miles’ record of 
Norman (“ Wizard’’) Smith, the Aus- 
tralian, who averaged 164.08 m.p.h. on 
Ninety Mile Beach, New Zealand, in 1932, 
Cobb intends to make an attempt un this 
record as soon as he has had sufficient 
rest. He first said he was making the 
attempt at dawn to-morrow, but is now 
inclined to wait a bit. 


BETTER NEXT YEAR 

Cobb started at 2.22 p.m. (B.S.T.) on 
Monday and finished at 2.23 p.m. to-day. 
While very pleased with the car’s per- 
formance, Cobb hopes next year to have &A 
better opportunity to show what could 
really be done. 

‘“I am disappointed to the degree that 
we did not set up a much higher average 
speed record, but the course has great 
possibilities,’’ he said. 

“The bonnet of the car was never raised 
throughout the run, the car functioning 
perfectly. We could, however, have made 
the average speed at least seven miles an 
hour more had the track not developed a 
wet spot caused by the heat. A bad hole 
developed in the south-east turn of the 
track,”’ 

Cobb and his co-drivers have now broken 
the records for 50 kilometres, 50 miles, 
100 kilometres, 100 miles, 200 kilometres, 
200 miles, 500 kilometres, 500 miles, 1,000 
kilometres, 1,000 miles; 2,000 kilometres, 
2,000 miles, 3,000 kilometres 3,000 miles, 
4,000 kilometres, and the* records” for the 
hour, three hours, six hours, twelve hours, 
and twenty-four hours. 

The full list of official figures is not yet 


available. 


ENDURANCE TEST 

The run was a great test of physical 
endurance for the drivers. ‘During one 
part of yesterday afternoon, when Dodson 
was at the wheel, the temperature was 
actually 117 in the shade. Dodson was 
almost overcome by the intense heat, and, 
in his own words, “nearly toppled over 
at the slippery west turn.” 

Rose-Richards declared that the strain 
was terrific. 

All three drivers had been burned almost 
to a crispness by the scorching sun, despite 
the fact that they took comparatively short 
spells during the hottest part of the day. 

During the night an almost gale-like 
wind blew and slowed down the speed of 
the car.

TINKER’S DEATH IN 
ROADSIDE QUARREL 


JURY RETURN VERDICT |

Patrick Ward (50), of the travelling tinker 
class, pleaded “ not guilty” to the charge of 
killing Martin Ward, another tinker, near 
Ratoath, County Meath, on the night of órd 
April. 

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., with Mr. B. 
O’Brien (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted; and Mr. R. P. Dunne 
(instructed by D. L. © Donnchadha) 
appeared for the defence. 

Patrick Ward, a nephew of the dead man, 
in reply to Mr. Lynch, K.C., said that they 
all had been at the -Fairyhouse races, after 
which Martin Ward, his wife and son, went 
to a public house in the village of Ratoath. 
When they came out his uncle. was very 
drunk, his wife was not so bad, and their son 
also had drink taken. Witness did not, go 
into the public house. 

They went down the road for a mile or so, 
and then stepped and made a fire by the 
roadside. Here they were joined by three 
other families with their vans. Some angrv 


words passed between Martin Ward and 
Patrick Ward, the accused man, and the 
witness heard his uncle Martin saying to 


Patrick Ward that he would break his nose. 
Bridget Ward, wife of the accused man, said 
that if he did so he would only get what he 
often got before. She was in her own van, 
and Martin Ward threw a bottle through the 
window at her. She then came to the door 
of the van and struck Martin Ward three 
times on the head with a sweeping brush. 
The accused man, Patrick ‘Ward, then threw 
a big pliers at Martin Ward, striking him on 
the head, and two of the men present caught 
him as he collapsed. 

Other witnesses gave similar evidence of 
the ‘quarrel. 


SKULL FRACTURED 


Dr. Monahan, of Navan Hospital, said that 
the “fracture of the skull which caused the 
death of Martin Ward ‘required much violence. 
In cross-examination by Mr. Dunne, the 
witness said that he «did not believe that a 
hard knot on an ash plant could have caused 
the injury. 

Patrick Ward, the accused man, said. that 
when he had joined the party at the fire on 
the night in question Martin Ward said to 
him: ' Im going to take your life.”’ ‘Lhe 
witness moved back, and then Martin War 
fired a porter bottle into the van where the 
witness's wife and children were. Martin 
Ward made a number of attempts to get into 
the van, and the witness struck him with a 
stick. 

In reply to Mr. Dunne, the accused man 
said that he struck Martin Ward in defence 
of his wife and family. He was afraid that 
his wife's life was in danger. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, the accused 
man said that Martin Ward was not so 
drunk as not to realise what he was doing. 
He denied striking him with a pliers, and 
said that he did not see a pliers that night. 

Mrs. Bridget Ward, wife of the accused 
man, gave corroborative evidence, and added 
that after Martin Ward, who was her uncle, 
had thrown the bottle at her he tried to get 
into the van, and she struck him with a 
sweeping brush, If he had got into the van 
he would have killed her and the baby in her 
arms. 

The jury found the accused man guilty of 
manslaughter under extreme provocation, and 
recommended him to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Johnston imposed a suspensory 
sentence of six months’ imprisonment, not to 
take effect if the accused man entered into 
a Tule of bail in £50. Bail being forth- 
coming, the prisoner was discharged.
